May 25, 1919, with 955 cases occurring in 17 provinces. Of these 
cases 907 occurred among Austrian prisoners, 32 among Italian 
soldiers, and 16 in the civil population.

Influenza has been reported at Singapore, Straits Settlements, 
with the occurrence from September 29, 1918, to April 26, 1919, of 
391 fatal cases. The mortality from the disease was greatest in the 
months of October and November, 1918, the deaths being distributed 
according to weeks as follows: Week ended October 19, 37 deaths; 
week ended October 26, 111; week ended November 2, 87 ; during the 
weeks ended November 9, 16, and 23, there were 67, 35, and 19 
deaths, respectively.
